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1 . AS DEPARTMENT AWARE, WE TRIED OUR BEST OBTAIN APPOINTMENT 
FOR AMBASSADOR WITH GARBA IN ORDER TO ASSURE THAT FMG RECOGNIZE 
THE POTENTIAL FOR SERIOUS DAMAGE TO BILATERAL ECONOMIC RELATIONS 
IN EVENT OF USG EXPROPRIATION DETERMINATION. GARBA'S STAFF PUT 

A BRIEF ON THE MATTER BEFORE GARBA ON JANUARY 6 BUT HE HAS BEEN 
IN PERPETUAL MOTION AND/OR OUT OF TOWN FOR PAST TWO WEEKS AND 
THEREFORE UNABLE TO RECEIVE US. 

2. EMBASSY AGREES WITH REFTEL'S SUGGESTION THAT MEETING FOR 
AIG PRESIDENT GREENBERG BE ARRANGED WITH GARBA IN NEW YORK. 

WE HAVE CONFLICTING REPORTS ON GARBA'S PRECISE TRAVEL PLANS, 

BUT IT SEEMS REASONABLY CLEAR THAT MOST PROBABLE DATES FOR 
HIS PRERENCE IN NEW YORK ARE JANUARY 26-31. GARBA'S DEPARTURE 
FROM LAGOS IS VARIABLY REPORTED AS JANUARY 21 OR JANUARY 23. 

HE MEETS WITH NIGERIAN AMBASSADORS TO THE AMERICAS AND CANADA 
IN JAMAICA JANUARY 24. 

3. BEST STRATEGY TO GET GREENBERG TO GARBA WOULD APPEAR TO 
BE TO UTILIZE AMBASSADOR YOUNG'S INTERCESSION WITH GARBA. WE 
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WOULD PROPOSE THAT YOUNG EXPLAIN TO GARBA THE CONSEQUENCES OF 
AN EXPROPRIATION FINDING. HE WOULD REITERATE AIG. STATE 
DEPARTMENT AND EMBASSY DISAPPOINTMENT WITH THE RESULTS OF 
ABOUZEID/N OTTIN GH AM MEETING WITH FMG OFFICIALS JANUARY 5. HE 
WOULD REMIND GARBA THAT THE LAGOS MEETING WAS AT GARBA'S 
INSTRUCTION FOLLOWING AMBASSADOR EASUM'S DEMARCHE IN EARLY 
DECEMBER. THAT DEMARCHE STRESSED THE IMPORTANCE OF A 
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MEETING FOR AIG EXECUTIVES AT THE LEVEL OF THE COMMISSIONERS 
OF TRADE AND FINANCE. GARBA INSTRUCTED AFOLABI TO MAKE THE 
ARRANGEMENTS, BUT NOT ONLY DID NO COMMISSIONER ATTEND BUT 
NEITHER WAS EITHER OF THE TWO PERMSECS PRESENT IN THE DISCUSSIONS. 
THEN THE NIGERIAN SIDE SIMPLY REITERATED ALREADY EXPRESSED FMG 
POSITION. YOUNG WOULD REMIND GARXA THAT WHAT AIG CONTINUES 
TO SEEK IS A POLITICAL-LEVEL DECISION INJECTING FLEXIBILITY INTO 
THE POSITIONS NOW FROZEN AT THE TECHNICAL LEVEL. YOUNG WOULD 
TELL GARBA THAT GREENBERG COULD BE EXPECTED TO OFFER A SERIES 
OF ALTERNATIVE COMPROMISE PACKAGES IF - BUT ONLY IF - AIG HAD 
EVIDENCE THAT THE NECESSARY SPIRIT OF FLEXIBILITY WAS ASSURED. 
YOUNG WOULD TELL GARBA THAT UNLESS HE,? &- 4?-, COULD CONVINCE 
GREENBERG ON THIS POINT, THE COMPANY COULD BE EXPECTED NOT 
ONLY FORMALLY TO REQUEST AN EXPROPRIATION FINDING BY THE 
STATE DEPARTMENT BUT ALSO T COMMUNICATE ITS VERSION OF THE 
DISPUTE TO CONGRESS AND THE PESS. 

4. WE RECOGNIZE THAT MALTA DISCUSSIONS BY YOUNG WITH PF 
LEADERS MAY REDUCE THE NUMBER OF DAYS ON WHICH BOTH YOUNG AND 
GARBA WILL BE IN NEW YORK TOGETHER. IT IS POSSIBLE THAT GARBA 
WOULD REMAIN INTO THE FIRST DAYS OF FEBRUARY BUT WE ARE UNABLE 
TO GET ANY LEADS ON THIS FROM HERE AT PRESENT. 
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
